MIS MA NA GEM EN T A GA IN IN 
THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
JUSTICE. 



The witnesses in the UsSHER murder 
case have been brought down from 
Kanaloops at the instanco of the- Gov- 
. eminent, and havo been for some time 
past wandering like gentlemen of 
leisure in Victoria. What the travel 
ing expenses of theso witnesses may be 
.it is impossible for us to know at pres- 
ent. Undoubtedly those expenses will 
mnke a good showing in the Finance 
Minister's statement of expenditure. 
The serious aspect of tho question is 
i that tho expenses .should havo been in- 
curred at all. By what pretext or for 
what reason individuals have been 
brought from so great a distance and 
kept bora at a loss to themselves and 
tho public, the Government only 
knows. To our mind it must bo from 
a gross misconception on the part of 
the Government of its duties It has 
been intimated that tho accused aro to 
bo tried by a special commission at 
-Victoria or Now Westminster, and this 
suggestion has been put forward by 
one of the Government organs. Yet, 
notwithstanding the incompetencies 
fairly attributable to the Government 
in the administration of justice, we 
cannot suppose that without tho for- 
mal application of the prisoners the 
Government will undertake to place 
them on trial in a locality far removed 
from the vicinage where the crime was 
committed. The right of the prisoners 
to have their trial in that vicinage is, 
if wo mistake not, secured to them con- 
Btitutionaly, so that they may have 
tho benefit of their own good character 
and standing with their neighbors, if 
theso they have preserved, and also of 
such knowledge as the jury may possess 
of the witnesses who may give evi- 
dence against them. The prisoners, in 
tho event of the trial taking place at 
Kamloops, will also be able with more 
certainty to secure the attendance of 
their witnesses, if any. However, we 
can hardly suppose the Government 
has lost sight of theso points; yet it is 
inexplicable that tho expense of the at- 
tendance of the witnesses now in Vic- 
toria has been incurred with any other 
object than to try them here. Nor does 
the expense stop now. They must re- 
turn to their homes, and the authority 
which induced them to come to Vic- 
toria will have to pay the piper for 
their return. The whole affair began 
in mismanagement and neglect, and is 
but a repeated sample of the utter dis- 
regard of the proper administration of 
justico on the part of the Walkem Gov- 
ernment of which we have had so much 
reason to complain. If poor Ussher 
had been supplied with the force he so 
frequently asked for tho warrants 
which remained so long in his hands 
would have been executed before they 
were defied. If the Poole case had 
been promptly and intelligently inves- 
tigated the tracks of the murderers 
would have been discovered before 
they grew faint. Tom Anderson still 
exists in the happy enjoyment of beard 
and lodging at Government expense; 
and Johnson, the Indian — the murder- 
er of tho unfortunate Jenicinson — 
although convicted, has not expiated 
his crime. Meanwhile "Sir Anthony," 
the self-dubbed knight, is starring it at 
Ottawa little heedful of the necessities 
of tho Province and of that care and 
supervision over its affairs which it is 
his duty to afford.

Can American goods be sold in bond 
at Victoria, sealed eukI sent through 
Br >sh territory to the Skaget mines 
without being subjected to a custouu 
duty ou crossing the line? We beliere 
that they can, bee use they would come 
under the head ot goods in transitu. 
Canadian or EnglU.i goods aro shipped 
.over American rails to British Colum 
bia. Tho same class of goods ar> 
taken from 1 <iid at Eastern ports ol 
entry, placed in sealed cars and sent 
overland lo this Province without tht 
American duties being exacted. Tin 
latest order from the Treasury depart 
ment at Washington, dated in Noveui 
ber of last year, permits the entry into 
American territory from the Canadian 
side of horses and wagons with tackle 
and harness, duty free, provided bond* 
are given that such animals, wagons 
etc., will be returned to the Canadian 
side within a limited space of time. 
The same practice prevails on our 
southern border, where American pack- 
trains destined for Kootenay are per- 
mitted to cross the line and return to 
their own side again without paying 
any duty. The privileges our mer- 
chants will enjoy in their communica- 
tion with Skaget cannot be too quickly 
defined, as we learn that tho American 
Government will shortly establish a 
customs house on the border.

To TnE Editor of The Colonist: — 
Sir. — Perhaps a circumstantial account 
of tho slide at Maplo Bidgo may bo of 
interest to your numerous readers. I 
therefore send you an account of what 
I have heard and seen concerning this 
stupendous display of force. 

Now, in order to understand this in- 
telligently, we must first be acquainted 
with the condition of things before the 
slide took place. Picturo to yourself a 
river reach six miles long and six hund- 
red yards broad, with a strong current 
running end on into a bend the outside 
course of which consists of a flat about 
live acros in extent only a few foet 
above low water mark and bounded in 
the rear and sides by bluff banks 70 
feet high, whoso faces stand at an 
angle of 75 degrees, and whose upper 
surfaces slope rearward. Now, a cross 
section through these bluffs shows soil, 
Band, 'gravel and a great depth of blue 
clay or cement standing upon quick- 
sand. All these strata pitch to tho 
rear so that all the drainage must ac 
cumulate somewhere behind. 

Such being a plan of tho conditions, 
let us now try to find out tho probable 
cituso of the mass sliding. As I said 
before, the river runs into the bend 
with a depth of water of at least one 
hundred feet. This body of water 
me < : .i>g with a yielding surface like 
quicksand, no doubt washed it away 
and undermined tho superincumbent 
strata at their river face, but these 
might still remain if there was not an- 
other force to exert itself. This force 
was the back drainage which wou'd run 
along the surface of the clay until tho 
clay, in its pitching, would wedge out 
and the drainage would find its way in- 
to the quicksand underneath. But, 
looking at the configuration of the 
ground in the rear we find at a cortain 
place the rear land sloping to the river, 
consequently forming a hollosv all along 
the back of the bluff, thereby providing 
a great reservoir for all the 
drainage. Now tho snow fall has been 
great this year and the thaws sudden 
and rapid; consequently the natural 
drains in the quicksands were not able 
to discharge rapidly enough all the 
water suddenly accumulated in tho 
reservoir, so that there remained 
a great vertical depth of water acting 
like a wedgo botween the slopes, and 
being in communication with the water 
in the quicksand under the clay it be- 
came a tremendous hydraulic ram with 
the following results: — The whole of 
the blue clay, about 25 acres in super- 
ficial area and with a face of five 
hundred yards wide, was forced out in- 
to tho river carrying with it the upper 
strata at tho immediate edge of the 
bluff and letting down vertically the 
upper strat-a in the rear, which follow- 
ed on, riding on the tail of tho clay and 
••nvinga vertical bluff70 feet high whero 
it broke off, and a tremendous hollow 
full of quicksand and running streams; 
leaving also cracks in the ground 
on tho top of the remaining 
ing bluff from three feet to a quarter of 
an inch wide a3 they receded from the 
edge. One of these cracks is clean 
through a stump 5 feet through, divid- 
ing it bntween the hollow in the bottom 
ilid the present water in the river. 
We have evidence of other forces com- 
ing into play, viz: The friction on the 
ottom of the river and the resistance 
of the water against the face of the 
.slide; and so tremendous was the 
power exerted between the mass mov 
ing outwards and tho resisting forces 
trying to prevent this movement, that 
tho blue clay, not being able to go 
downwards, was forced up in the cen 
tre in stupendous ridges (as if an 
enormous plough had been used) the 
upper edges of which are as sharp as a 
knife. In one instance a pyramid of 
blue clay towers abovo all the rest, as 
if all the forces had centred round it. 
Now these ridges stopped tho upper 
strata from going any further with 
the clay, and consequently wo find 
them lying on tho rear slope of the 
ridge, the soil (being frozen and covered 
with snow) broken into sections of dif- 
ferent sizes by cracks; but otherwise 
undisturbed, so much so that the 
sleigh road which was originally on 
tho top of tho old bluff remains al- 
most intact, and leads down to the 
hollow behind.O On tho river face of 
these ridges there is left a tree six 
foet through and over 100 feet high 
standing as if it had never been moved. 
As tt is a positive law thatnotwoatoms 
can occupy the same place at the same 
moment of time, tho water of the 
river had to go sornewhere to make 
room for the denso* mass pushed into 
it and it did so in the form of a gigan- 
tic perpendicular wave, thirty feet 
high, which travelled square across 
the river, on to the flats beyond, strip- 
ping all the branches ofl' the trees that 
were strong enough to withstand its 
progress, but leveling in one direction 
everything that was not so (just like a 
field of laid wheat), and continuing its 
course up stream in a wave that was 
ten feet high five miles away, smash- 
ing every boat ou the river and killing

As "Fly-Fisherman" 
is so very anxious to havo salmon roo 
prohibited as a legal bait, why not also 
prohibit the shooting of grouse and 
quail on trees as likewise unfair and 
much more detrimental to tho sporting 
community'? The question as it stands 
will find moro supporters on my side 
than that of " Fly-Fisherman."

The Hudson Bay Co. 's bark Lady Mond, 
Capt. Anderson, arrived at Esquimalt, 
from London cia Honolulu on Wednes- 
day night, having un board 80 tons of nsHor- 
ted merchandise fortius port and 120tons 
uf naval supplies forH.M. Dockyard. She 
left Londou on the 28tli July last and had 
good weathor to Cape Horn, which alio 
rounded on October 3rd. She was thirty- 
five days off tho Cape, und during that 
time experienced a succession of fiorce 
westerly gales. After leaving the Cape 
the weather moderated and continued 
favorable to Honolulu, at which port the 
bark arrived on Dec. 30th. She remain- 
ed there until Jan. 19th and in the moan- 
timo discharged 500 tons of general cargo. 
Sho carried strong easterly winds from 
Honolulu to Capo Beale and after enter- 
ing tho Straits had N. N. W. winds. At 
dato of her departure from Honolulu tho 
Br. bark Casma, Capt. Irving, was in 
port and wa3 announced to leavo on the 
5th inst. for this placo, consigned to 
Welch, Rithet & Co. , with 400 tons of 
merchandise. Tho bark Norhani Castle, 
bound for Portland, would leavo about 
the same date. The Br. bark Lady Lamp- 
son was loading sugar for San Francisco, 
for which port tho schooner Glaus Sprock- 
les sailed with a cargo of sugar on the 
14th ult. Her arrival at San Francisco 
has already been announced. Tho U. S. 
war-vessels.Lackawanna and. Ranger loft 
Honolulu for San Francisco on tho 12th 
ult. The Lady Head will commence to 
discharge freight at Esquimalt this morn- 
ing, goodB for Victoria merchants being 
brought round to and delivered at the 
Company's wharf in this city. Name3 of 
consignees will be found under the usual 
heading. _ 

Tho Skagot Minos. 

G. W. McCoy, who left the Skagit 
gold mines with a company of 12 miners 
on Tuesday last has returned. Ho states 
that tho party were only thirteen hours 
making tho trip from the diggings to 
Goodell's place, 12 miles abovo tho head 
of navigation. They passed GO men on 
the trail and river on their way into tho 
mines. Those already in the diggings arc 
busily engaged in constructing shanties 
nnd prospecting^- Tho snow is settling 
rapidly. TIiobc going into tho mines pack 
an average of 100 pounds each over the 
trail. The party of minora recently snow- 
ed in at tho mouth of Panther creek, and 
who, it was reported, were likely to starve 
to death, havo been found all safe by 
miners who went in search of them, they 
having killed a number of doer driven out 
of tho mountains by snow. McCoy's 
statements are confirmatory of previous 
reports concerning tho richness of tho 
mines. — Seattle Post. 

Mooting of tho Looal Houso. 

Tho Government Gazette of to-morrow 
will contain a proclamation calling the 
House together for dispatch of business 
early in March. The Premier is expect- 
ed to reach hero about the 3d proximo, 
from Ottawa. 

Eraser Rivek. — Wo understand that 
an effort is being made to induce the Do- 
minion Government to remove the ice- 
jam which obstructs the navigation of 
Fraser river below Fair's Landing. The 
ice at this spot is piled up in colossal 
masses which form an obstruction alto- 
gether too insuperable for private enter- 
prise to handle. Tho importance of 
clearing the river on tho eve of railway 
construction should at once Vie apparent 
to tho Federal authorities.

London, Feb. 11. — It was reportod 
in the lobby of tho House of Commons 
that Baroness Burdett-Coutts intends 
to give .£50u0 for the permanent re- 
lief of Ireland. . The Post says that 
the announcement of the amount of the 
donation to Ireland from Baroness 
Coutts was exaggerated. Only .£500 
were given with promises of other nets 
of relief when necessary. 

The Sportsman announces that Boyd 
positively refuses to challenge Hanlan 
at present on account of tho require- 
ments of his business. Ban-as accord- 
ingly withdraws tho challenge publish- 
ed yesterday. 

London, Feb. 11. — In the House of 
Lords to-day Earl Granville asked if it 
were true that tho Government had ro 
leased Persia from her engagements re- 
lative to Herat? Baaconslield replied 
that there is no foundation for tho 
statement. Steps for the settlement of 
affairs in Afghanistan, in many in- 
stances, have boen meeting with suc- 
cess. During their progress many 
communications were interchanged with 
Persia concerning the Northeastern 
frontier; but nothing has been conclud- 
ed. It would bo most inconvenient 
and injurious to present papers on the 
subject now. 

London, Feb. 11. — The Times, in its 
leader, says Sir Stafford Northcote in 
his statement in tho House of Com- 
mons in regard to Herat admits that 
the subject has been considered, al- 
though no argument has be^n come to; 
that when the necessary allowance for 
official reserve is made it will be seen 
that the answers given on behalf of the 
Government are not inconsistent with 
the announcement that the British re- 
presentative at Teheran has been in- 
structed to release Persia from her 
treaty obligations in regard to Herat, 
the material accuracy of which we still 
maintain. As we may assumethat Persia 
has usked to be released from tho 
treaty of 1857 regarding Herat, the 
request could only be granted subject 
to certain conditions springing out of 
altered circumstances; but wo have good 
reason to believe that subject to these 
conditions the Government has express- 
ed its readiness to assent, to Persian oc- 
cupation of Herat. 

In the House of Commons Thursday 
Gourley, Liberal, merchant and ship- 
owner, will ask the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer if the claim of the United 
States for §103,000 for damages in- 
flicted by Newfoundland fishermen in 
Fortune Bay on the Massachusetts fish- 
ing fleet has been amicably arranged, 
and if measures are being adopted for 
the purpose of the abrogation of 
or amending clause 33 of the 
treatv of Washington relative to

London DEititv, N.H., Feb. 8. — A 
fearful trugedy was enacted near this 
place yesterday, in which Mrs. Sarah, 
aged 33, wife of E. N. Dillingham, a 
respectable farmer, was the victim, and 
the nephew of her husband, Frank 
Dillingham, aged about twenty, was 
the criminal. Frank went to live with 
his uncle last April, and yesterday Mr. 
Dillingham went to Manchester, leav- 
ing his nephew at work near the house. 
Soon after, Frank called at the country 
storo of David Burns, only about 40 
rods from the place of the tragedy, and 
called for Frank Burns, who came to 
the door, and young Dillingham said: 
"I have shot aunt Sarah." Ho was 
immediately taken into custody by 
persons in and about tho store, who 
took him to Dillingham's house. Upon 
entering, a fearful spectacle met their 
gaze. Mrs. Dillineham was lying on 
the floor in a front room on her back 
was several garments thrown over her 
head and body. Upon examination 
they found a rope drawn tightly around 
her neck. A bullet wound was dis- 
covered at the base of the skull, the 
bullet having passed through the brain. 
Frank says that he was cleaning a re- 
volver, which was accidentally dis- 
charged; but does not attempt to ac 
count for the rope around his aunt's 
neck or the disordered condition of her 
underclothing. He says that ho went 
into the. woods back of the house and 
tried to shoot himself with tho same 
revolver, but failed through lack of 
courage or some other cause, although 
one ugly bullet hole was made in his 
forehead- the ball penetrating the skull. 

Manchester, Feb. 10. — Dillingham 
confesses that he- first shot and then 
outraged his aunt. The officials have 
taken him to the Portsmouth jail. Mrs. 
Dillingham died to-night. 

Knoxville, 111., Feb. 7. — Last night 
three burglars entered the bank, seized 
and bound President E. C. Runkle, 
who sleeps in the building, and after 
gagging and beating him and burning 
his feet in a shocking manner, to com- 
pel him to give up the combination, 
departed taking $3,200, which had not 
been locked up. There was a time lock 
on the safe and Runkle was unable to 
give the combination. Great excite- 
ment prevails, but there is no clue to 
the pcrpetratars. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

Lima, Jan. 13. — A rupture is expect- 
ed betweon Chilo and tho Argentino 
confederation. Chile was to call for 
50,000 men and heavy bounties wero 
offering. The Argentines, it was said, 
had purchased the Italian ironclads 
Romi and Venicia. 

Nf.w York, Feb. 10.— The Times 
editorially, on recent intimations that 
the Argentine republic is apparently on 
tho point of throwing her sword into 
the scale of her allies, while Chile pro- 
pares for this stroke by calling 50,000 
men to her flag, says: Chile's quarrel 
with the La Plata republic is far older 
than the one with Bolivia, and threat- 
ened war years ago. Its subject is the 
ownership of Patagonia. It is said 
that the Argentine republic has already 
bought the Italian ironclads Romi and 
Venicia. Tho story doubtless gainB 
credence from the natural friendliness 
of Italy toward tho Italian people on 
the La Plata. The Romi and Venicia 
are ranked on tho now Italian list in 



tho highest class of Italy's ironclads. 
They are sister ships, 250 feet long, 
costing each §1,155,000, carry six 58- 
ton and two 21-ton Armstrong's. Even 
the present navy of tho Argentine re- 
public is by no means contemptible, 
although probably inferior to that of 
Chile. It includes half a dozen iron- 
clads, two of which are English built 
turret vessels, 188 feet by 44, and each 
carrying two 300 pound Armstrong's.
